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Dear  Fellow  Georgians, 

When  I  reflect  on  the  2012/13  school  year  at  Royal  St.  George's 
College,  the  image  that  will  forever  come  to  my  mind  most  is  the 
photograph  of  Andy  Whiteley,  proudly  dressed  in  the  full  regalia  of 
a  Medieval  knight,  his  sword  held  high,  about  to  cut  the  ribbon  and 
officially  open  the  new  wing  of  See  House. 

This  was  the  year  of  the  transformation  of  the  campus.  After  nearly 
18  months  of  construction  the  new  facility  was  incrementally  turned 
over  to  the  boys.  The  senior  school's  production  of  The  Tempest  in 
December  marked  the  opening  of  the  new  theatre;  the  RSGCBHL 
season  opened  a  little  late,  but  on  the  freshly  paved  surface  of 
the  Gage  Love  Tarmac,  the  first  ball  was  kicked  on  the  turf  field  in 
December  and  the  classrooms  and  art  rooms  were  all  in  full  use 
by  the  time  we  returned  in  January  from  the  holiday.  As  I  write  this 
message,  in  early  summer,  the  final  touches  are  still  being  finished 
now  that  the  campus  is  quiet  for  the  summer. 


When  I  spoke  at  the  Ribbon  Cutting  ceremony  I  reflected  on  the 
last  transformational  building  project  undertaken  by  the  College. 
This  was  the  opening  of  Founders'  Hall,  the  building  we  simply  call 
the  Senior  School,  in  1973. 1  wished  that  I  could  have  thanked  the 
visionary  Board,  staff,  parents  and  students  who  built  Founders' 
Hall  because  I  believe  there  is  a  Royal  St.  George's  College  today 
because  of  their  foresight.  Founders'  Hall,  with  the  gymnasium, 
library,  labs  and  classrooms  transformed  what  was  essentially  a 
church  basement  school  into  an  important  and  lasting  institution. 

At  the  opening  of  Founders'  Hall  on  January  25, 1973  the  Right 
Reverend  L.S.  Garnsworthy,  Bishop  of  Toronto  told  the  boys  in 
attendance,  that  our  College  "began  with  first  things  first.  It  did 
not  begin  with  all  kinds  of  material  resources  or  great  buildings 
which  could  attract  boys  from  every  part  of  this  city,  community 
and  country.  It  began  with  a  few  people  who  believed  that  if  you  are 
going  to  have  a  school,  you've  got  to  have  some  principles...  upon 
which  the  school  will  be  built." 

As  we  celebrate  the  opening  of  our  new  facility,  it's  worth  returning 
to  the  words  of  Bishop  Garnsworthy  from  40  years  ago.  The  images 
in  this  edition  of  The  Georgian  bear  witness  to  the  principles  Bishop 
Garnsworthy  spoke  of;  the  principles  upon  which  this  College  was 
built  that  continue  to  endure:  character,  manners,  excellence  and 
duty. 

Enjoy  this  copy  of  The  Georgian.  As  I  have  said  before,  keep  it  in  a 
safe  place  for  I  hope  you  return  to  it  often.  We  had  a  great  year. 

My  thanks  to  Mr.  Hutton  for  his  commitment  and  enthusiasm  in 
creating  The  Georgian. 

My  thanks  to  all  of  the  Staff  at  RSGC  for  challenging  and  inspiring 
the  boys. 

To  the  Class  of  2013  my  congratulations  and  thanks  for  your 
leadership  of  the  College.  Gentlemen,  you  have  raised  high  the 
banner  of  our  RSGC.

Valedictory  Address 


Good  evening  parents,  staff,  and  fellow  Georgians.  I  am  happy  to 
be  talking  to  you  all  on  our  final  day  as  high  school  students.  It  truly 
is  an  honor  to  be  able  to  speak  today  because  the  last  four  years  I 
have  had  here  I  can  say  have  been  the  best  of  my  life.  Being  able 
to  share  final  thoughts  as  we  walk  across  this  stage  today  is  an  op- 
portunity that  I  wish  we  could  all  have  because  looking  back  on  all 
of  the  amazing  memories  we  have  shared,  the  challenges  we  have 
faced,  and  our  successes  and  failures,  it  is  evident  that  the  growth 
we  have  undergone.  If  everyone  could  get  up  here  and  give  their 
gratitude  I'm  sure  the  first  people  that  would  come  to  mind  are  their 
parents.  I  would  therefore  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  speak  on 
behalf  of  our  entire  grade  when  I  say  that  I  would  like  to  thank  every- 
one's parents,  guardians,  relatives,  and  loved  ones  for  the  outstand- 
ing job  they  have  done  and  for  their  ongoing  support. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  one  memory  kept  replaying  in  my 
head.  It  occurred  to  me  that  I  could  still  remember  my  first  day  of 
high  school.  I  showed  up  early  to  school  to  board  a  bus  up  to  camp. 
I  was  frightened  about  high  school,  wondering  whether  I  would 
make  friends,  how  it  would  feel  to  be  among  the  youngest  people  in 
the  school,  and  how  I  would  get  through  the  next  four  years  in  this 
completely  foreign  environment.  I  remember  my  parents  sending 
me  off  and  leaving  me  in  a  crowd  of  people  I  did  not  know.  I  quickly 
came  to  realize  that  all  of  my  concerns  were  unfounded  because 
since  this  first  day  the  unique  atmosphere  that  this  school  offers  has 
been  tangible  and  inviting.  High  school  no  longer  felt  like  this  big 
scary  unknown  space.  The  school  is  not  simply  unique  because  of 
its  location,  size,  or  any  of  the  physical  assets  it  possesses.  RSGC  is 
a  special  place  because  of  its  dedicated  staff,  and  most  importantly 
it's  students. 

Truly  the  climate  of  RSGC  is  top  down  and  the  teachers  have  been 
integral  to  our  academic  and  personal  growth.  I  cannot  picture  a 
place  without  teachers  so  strongly  committed  to  their  students  and 
the  values  they  have  instilled  in  all  of  us  we  will  carry  forever.  Teach- 
ing is  about  much  more  than  knowledge  and  every  staff  member 
here  embodies  that  expression.  Through  day-to-day  life,  service  trips, 
and  in  classes,  I  have  learned  as  much  about  challenge,  hard  work, 
and  other  important  life  lessons  as  I  have  about  the  course  material. 
When  looking  to  the  archetypal  role  model  what  ties  them  together 
is  the  ability  to  inspire  through  leading  by  example  and  being  able  to 
gain  admiration  through  their  actions  not  by  their  words.  In  this  way 
faculty  here  are  more  than  teachers;  they  are  role  models. 


As  I  said  before  my  personal  successes  have  been  a  consequence 
of  the  environment  in  which  I  have  been  privileged  enough  to  learn 
day  in  and  day  out  for  the  last  four  years.  The  most  influential  part 
of  this  atmosphere  is  all  of  the  students  I  have  been  able  to  learn 
alongside.  I  have  struggled  to  come  up  with  a  suitable  way  to  de- 
scribe the  importance  of  friendship  and  unity  and  how  I  feel  about 
going  to  school  with  you  all.  To  say  that  we  have  grown  up  together 
is  an  understatement  because  you  cannot  summarize  that  process 
in  a  sentence  or  a  paragraph  or  a  speech.  I  have  partied  with  you, 
worked  with  you,  and  shared  in  triumph  and  defeat  with  you.  I  have 
had  four  of  my  birthdays  with  you,  and  most  importantly  grown  into 
who  I  am  today  because  of  you.  I  came  into  high  school  with  one 
brother  and  I  feel  proud  to  say  that  I  am  leaving  with  64. 

Over  the  past  month  I  have  heard  about  all  of  the  "lasts"  we  are 
experiencing;  the  last  evensong,  last  assembly,  final  class,  and  last 
high  school  exam.  These  experiences  are  finite  but  they  are  not  end- 
ings. While  high  school  is  over  the  experiences  and  memories  I  have 
will  stay  with  me  forever  and  the  bond  I  have  with  all  Georgians: 
current,  past  and  upcoming  will  always  stay  strong. 

New  beginnings  are  scary  and  university  for  some  of  us  may  be 
daunting,  but  whenever  I  feel  isolated  and  afraid  to  leave,  I  can  think 
back  to  the  first  day  that  I  had  at  RSGC.  I  can  remember  getting 
on  that  bus  with  a  bunch  of  strangers  and  being  afraid  but  after 
spending  four  years  with  everyone  here  I  can  look  forward  to  the 
amazing  relationships  I  will  continue  to  develop  no  matter  what  lies 
ahead.  The  realization  came  to  me  over  the  past  month  when  I  was 
hearing  so  much  about  our  lasts  that  all  firsts  eventually  become 
lasts.  In  this  case  I  can  remember  the  first  time  I  sat  in  this  chapel 
as  a  grade  nine  student  when  we  received  our  welcome  speech,  and 
now,  the  last  time  I  will  sit  in  this  chapel  with  you  all;  with  my  fellow 
friends  and  students,  our  loved  ones  and  important  figures,  and  our 
teachers. 

We  really  have  grown  up  here  together.  We  have  grown  up  in  this 
very  room  with  these  people.  We  have  grown  up  sitting  in  these 
pews  singing  from  these  hymnbooks,  hearing  speeches  from  this 
lectern.  Thanks  to  you  all  I  have  great  confidence  moving  forward 
because  I  know  that  all  unfamiliar  places  given  enough  time  may 
become  a  second  home  and  any  stranger  can  become  part  of  my 
family.  Whatever  comes  next  in  life,  I  will  always  remember  that  we 
are  a  family,  we  are  brothers,  we  may  not  always  get  along  but  we 
will  always  succeed.  We  are  strong  together,  unified  by  friendship 
and  devotion.  We  are  Knights.  Thank  you.
